of  the  elderly.  The  record!  of  person*  receiving  advice  and  information  from  this 
Department  show  that  new  inquiries  during  1964  totalled  436  as  against  444  in  1963; 
of  theee  new  eases  nearly  one  half  received  help  from  the  statutory,  voluntary  or 
medical  services.  By  arrangement  with  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National 
Insurance  the  attention  of  potential  retirement  pensioners  continues  to  be  drawn  to 
the  services  available  to  the  elderly,  and  the  staff  and  members  of  the  various  allied 
social  services  and  organisations  are  invariably  whole  heartedly  cooperative  in 
enabling  the  social  welfare  officers  to  draw  upon  the  help  required. 

(b)  Residential  Care 

The  number  of  cases  in  need  of  care  and  attention  for  whom  this  authority  was 
responsible  on  the  night  of  the  31st  December,  is  shown  below.  Apart  from  the  one 
section  in  Heathfields,  which  is  only  suitable  for  the  accommodation  of  younger  male 
residents,  vacancies  are  represented  by  persons  either  temporarily  in  hospital  or 
on  holiday  from  the  homes.

During  the  year  there  were  100  new  admissions,  23  from  hospital,  29  persons 
living  alone,  32  living  with  relatives,  7 in  lodgings  or  furnished  rooms  and  9 others 
without  accommodation;  12  persons  were  taken  temporarily  into  short-stay  care  to 
enable  relatives  to  have  a holiday  or  rest  as  compared  with  15  in  the  previous  year. 
There  were  no  occasions  this  year  when  it  became  necessary  to  obtain  Court  Orders 
in  order  to  secure  the  removal  and  retention  of  persons  refusing  the  services  avail- 
able  for  their  proper  care  and  attention . The  discharge*  included  25  by  death  (35  ih 
1963)  and  116  to  hospitals  (68  in  1963).  As  at  the  31at  December,  1964,  there  were 
52  persons  on  the  waiting  list  (15  cases  in  hospital).  Last  year  there  were  66  (22 
cases  in  hospital).

The  extent  of  the  provision  to  be  made  for  residential  care  under  the  ten-year 
plan  is  under  active  consideration.  During  the  twelve  months  under  review  plans 
have  been  approved  for  a 56  bedded  home  at  Prince  of  Wales  Drive,  and  also  exten- 
sions Mid  improvements  at  9 Burlington  Hoad,  increasing  the  beddage  from  31  to 
45.  CPlans  for  a further  Home  at  Cliff  Lane  are  at  an  advanced  stage  and  the  pro- 
gramming of  further  homes  is  under  active  consideration  in  the  light  of  the  Region*! 
Hospital  Board’s  proposals  to  build  the  new  district  general  hospital  on  the  land  At 
Heathfields.  As  shown  in  the  Ministry's  revised  summary,  the  places  in  homes  for 
persons  aged  65  and  over  per  thousand  population  of  that  age  group  are  given  below. 
These  proposals  are  reviewable  annually  and  therefore,  the  figures  should  be  accepted 
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for  guidance  and  not  as  a blue  print.

According  to  the  Institute  of  Municipal  Treasurers  and  Accountants  statistics 
the  number  of  cases  accommodated  1963  represented  3.0  per  thousand  population 
as  against  2.5  for  all  county  boroughs. 

The  ascertained  cost  per  resident  per  week  for  1963/64  was  Heathfields 
£7  5s.  6d.  , 9 Burlington  Road,  £6  5s.  Od.  , 1 Congreve  Road,  £5  19s.  3d.  , and 
218  Hawthorn  Drive,  £8  8s.  Od.  According  to  I.M.T.A.  statistics  for  homes  over 
50  persons,  32  were  higher  and  19  lower,  (highest  £10  10s.  8d.,  lowest  £5  5s.  Id.); 
for  homes  between  30  and  50  beds,  as  compared  with  an  average  of  £6  5s.  6d.  in 
respect  of  the  Council’s  two  small  homes,  the  weekly  cost  was  higher  in  66  authorities 
and  lower  in  9 (highest  £10  12s.  7d. , lowest  £4  8s.  3d.) 

As  from  the  1st  April,  1964,  the  standard  charge  for  all  homes  was  fixed  at 
£6  13s.  Od.  per  week. 

Thanks  should  again  be  accorded  to  members  of  Toe  H,  the  Town  Mission 
Band  and  the  'Do  Come'  Club  at  Heathfields,  for  the  pleasure  which  they  have  given 
for  so  many  years,  and  particularly  at  Christmas,  to  those  in  residential  care,  and 
to  the  many  other  organisations  who  have  entertained  or  provided  recreational 
facilities  at  the  Homes  throughout  the  year. 

THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 

Local  authorities  are  empowered  to  make  arrangements  for  promoting  the 
welfare  of  persons  who  are  blind,  deaf  or  dumb  and  other  persons  who  are  sub- 
stantially and  permanently  handicapped  by  illness,  injury  or  congenital  deformity. 

The  physically  handicapped  who  are  not  blind,  partially -sighted,  deaf  or  hard-of- 
hearing  are  referred  to  as  the  general  classes.  The  services  available  should  be 
directed  towards  enabling  the  handicapped  person  to  live  a life  as  nearly  normal  as 
can  be  expected  by  assistance  in  coping  with  his  disability,  and  in  arranging  his 
participation  in  occupational,  rehabilitative  and  recreational  facilities.  The  numbers 
on  the  respective  registers  were:

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Contact  with  all  registered  persons  in  their  own  homes  is  maintained  by  ihe 

Home  Teachers  and  a high  degree  of  attention  is  required  in  order  to  ensure  adequ:*? 

follow-up  work  and  rehab  i!  alien . The  incidence  of  blindness  amongst  the  increasing 
numbers  of  elderly  people  means  that  the  Home  Teachers  need  to  pay  a greater  degree 
of  attention  to  individuals  on  their  own  homes.  The  two  social  clubs  and  the  weekly 
handicrafts  class  are,  however,  regularly  supported,  and  the  Men's  Class  for  which 
transport  is  arranged  by  the  Ipswich  Blind  Society,  is  most  successfully  run  entirely 
by  voluntary  helpers.  A close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Society  and  many 
expressions  of  gratitude  are  received  from  those  benefiting  from  the  funds  at  the 
Society' 8 disposal  for  special  needs. 

Last  year  it  was  reported  that  efforts  were  being  made  to  see  whether  suitable 
sub-contract  work  could  be  introduced  into  the  blind  workshops  so  that  sheltered 
employment  facilities  could  be  extended  to  sighted  handicapped  persons.  Messrs. 
Ransome,  Sims  & Jefferies,  Ltd.  have  indicated  their  willingness  to  co-operate  in 
a scheme  of  this  nature,  and,  in  consultation  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  arrange- 
ments are  being  made  with  a view  to  work  being  undertaken  from  this  firm.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  scheme  will  begin  to  operate  on  the  1st  April,  1965.  The  trading 
results  for  the  blind  workshops  for  the  past  two  years  are  ^iven  below :

(b)  Deaf  and  Hard-of-Hearing 

The  Suffolk  Mission  to  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  acts  as  the  Council's  agents  for  the 
welfare  services  required  by  persons  registered  as  deaf  or  hard-of-hearing  and  the 
work  is  undertaken  by  the  Missioner  and  the  lady  Welfare  Officer.  Regular  services 
are  held  at  St.  John  of  Beverley  Church  for  the  Deaf  and  attendances  have  steadily 
increased.  Club  activities  have  been  maintained,  and  sporting  activities  success- 
fully organised.  Interpretation  has  been  provided  in  hospitals,  doctors'  surgeries, 
clinics,  magistrates'  courts,  factories,  etc.  considerable  assistance  given  in  dom- 
estic problems,  and  local  student  nurses  have  been  given  a course  of  instruction  in 
sign  language  Altogether  about  50  visits  per  week  are  made  in  connection  with 
various  needs  requiring  advice  or  interpretation  by  the  Mission  staff.

The  Handicrafts  Officer  has  continued,  to  visit  and  give  instruction  to  as  many 
as  possible  of  those  who  cannot  get  to  the  classes  held  twice  weekly  at  Smart  Street 
School,  but  there  is  a growing  need  for  transport  facilities  to  be  provided  in  order 
that  more  disabled  persons  can  enjoy  the  fellowship  of  others  in  occupational  or 
social  centres.  In  addition  to  visiting  and  instruction,  help  is  also  given  in  the  dis- 
posal of  marketable  articles  made  by  the  disabled.  Assistance  is  also  given  in  the 
provision  of  personal  aids  to  aid  mobility  and  structural  work  has  been  undertaken 
ranging  from  lowering  kerbs,  fixing  grab  rails,  etc. , to  the  installation  of  a bedroom 
and  bathroom  hoist.  Severely  disabled  car  drivers  qualified  to  receive  assistance  in 
parking,,  had  badges  issued  or  renewed  upon  application.  The  assistance  which  is 
given  by  local  branches  of  other  national  organisations  by  way  of  club  and  recreational 
facilities  is  again  gratefully  acknowledged  by  your  Committee  and  every  effort  will 
be  made  to  maintain  liaison  and  co-operation  in  the  development  of  the  services. 

Once  again  a considerable  number  of  disabled  persons  participated  in  the  British 
Red  Cross  Societyrs  holiday  scheme.

(a)  Temporary  accommodation 

Welfare  authorities  are  required  to  provide  temporary  accommodation  nft)r 
persons  who  are  in  urgent  need  thereof,  being  need  arising  in  circumstances  which 
could  not  reasonably  have  been  foreseen  or  in  such  other  circumstances  as  the 
authority  may  in  any  particular  case  determine”.  Provision  for  this  need,  which 
includes  homeless  families,  is  made  at  Heathfields  (10  beds).  During  1964  99  persons 
were  accommodated  for  580  nights,  including  20  families  and %4  children,  as  com- 
pared with  119  persons  for  694  nights  (21  families  and  56  children  in  1963).

However,  this  report  cannot  be  concluded  without  personal  reference  to 
Mr.  A.  J.  Walter,  M.B.E. , who  has  given  such  sterling  service  to  the  community 
since  1947,  first  as  Secretary  and  from  I960  onwards  as  Chairman  of  the  Ipswich  Old 
People's  Welfare  Committee.  Throughout  these  years  his  devotion  to  the  welfare  of 
the  elderly  to  the  town  has  involved  a tremendous  amount  of  work , pioneering  effort 
and  purposeful  enthusiasm.  Now  the  time  has  regretfully  come  for  him  to  step  back 
from  the  organising  role  he  so  capably  filled  with  the  voluntary  body  and  from  serving 
as  a co-opted  member  on  the  Welfare  Services  Committee,  the  Council  will,  no  doubt, 
'wish  to  take  this  occasion  of  thanking  him  and  expressing  its  best  wishes  for  his 
future  health  and  happiness .
